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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The reply filed on 1 0/1 6/2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant has not elected a single 
species based on the composition of the first and second body, i.e. Applicant must elect 
the specific composition of each body, (see paragraph 4 below). For Applicant's 
convenience, the election/restriction has been repeated below. See 37 CFR 1.111. 
Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) 
MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, 
within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.

Election/Restriction 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

3. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III, and IV do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There is no 
special technical feature which defines over the prior art of record, see US 5,670,740. 
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4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species based on the 
composition of the first and second body(i.e. Applicant must indicate a single species for 
each component of the first and second body) to which the claims shall be restricted if 
no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the claims 
readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added.

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There is no special 
technical feature which defines over the prior art of record, see US 5,670,740.
